LITTLE ROCK.—(/P)—The house laic 


Tuesday afternoon passed the North- 
cutt sales tax bill, but defeated the 
emergency clause which would have 
made the measure effective upon con- 
current action by the senate in two 
amendments and the signature of the 
governor. 


Leaders of the group voting down 


the emergency clause said their action 
was taken to permit circulation of a 
referendum petition to let the people 
vote on the sales tax question at a 
special election. 


The vote on the passage of the sales 


lax bill was 81 to 14. The emergency 
clause failed by four votes. The vote 
was 63 for and 27 against the clause.

Refunding Baltic 


LITTLE ROCK—In one of the wann- 


est speeches ever made by a gover- 
nor of Arkansas, Carl E. Bailey, 
bombed the- leaders of the opposition 
to his bond refinancing program in 
an address before a joint session of 
the House and Senate in. the House 
of Representatives late- Monday. 


The governor gave no credit for 


good faith to those leaders. He de- 
clared that they are inspired by mer- 
cenary motives and are using Lieut. 
Gov. Robert Bailey .is a "front." 


He referred sarcastically to the lieu- 


tenant governor's alleged wholesale 
demand for political jobs for his 
proteges. 


As to the proposal that the re- 


financing operations be placed in 
charge of a board, the governor said 
that an 11-man board, the state High- 
way Note Board, "sold Arkansas into 
bondage in the first instance." 


"What was 11 men's ostensible busi- 


ness at that time came nobody's re- 
sponsibility," he declared. 


He said that lx>ard "didn't even keep 


minutes of its proceedings but it did 
leave a monumental debt." 


Tlie governor's address before tiie 


joint session lasted 35 minutes and was 
broadcast over a statewide network of 
radio stations. Galleries were crowd- 
ed and there was enthusiastic ap- 
plause when the governor declared 
that rumors of his intention to vacate 
the governor's office before the end 
of his term are unfounded.

of Hempstead, was called up unex-

"We can no longer postpone action. 


Most Americans believe our form, of 
government does not prohibit action 
on behalf of those who need help." 


His tenancy committee recommend- 


ed the establishment of two new fed* 
eral agencies, a federal windfall tax 
on profits from land speculation, and 
broad activities by both federal and 
state divisions in the field of tenancy 
reform.

WASHINGTON. — </P) — President 


Roosevelt's Farm Tenancy Committee 
has decided to recommend a federal 
tax upon profits made from selling 
land within five' years after acquiring 
it The levy will be advocated, in- 
formed persons said last week-end. 
as a means to prevent periodic land 
booms and to discourage the rapid 
turnover of farm property. 


The committee's recommendations 


for a broad federal and state attack on 
tenancy problems are scheduled to 
reach the president this week. ..

a more liberal basis than offered by 
the Farm Credit Administration and 
other agencies. 


The committee majority also Was re- 


ported to favor state legislation which 
would: 


1. Improve landlord-tenant relations. 
2. Setup arbitration councils to set- 


tle lease disputes. 


5. Provide compensation for tenants 


who improve rented property. 


4. Amend tax laws to aid small 


farmers. 


Secretary Wallace, chairman of tho 


committee, would, under its recom- 
mendations, be responsible generally 
for administration of the program. ; 


The committee was said to have esti- 


mated that 2,865,000 farmers were ten- 
ants, and that this landless group was 
increasing at the rate of 40,000 a year, 
The committee will report, it was pre- 
dicted, that tenancy is leading to "im- 
prisonment in a fixed social status." 


It was said also that the committee 


found seven groups in need of govern- 
ment financial aid or direction: Ten- 
ants with relations unfavorable to both 
landlord and tenant; croppers, chiefly 


tobacco and cotton farms of the 


South and operating 716,000 farms; 
farm laborers, comprising one-fourth 
of all persons employed by agriculture; 
farmers on submarginal land; farm- 
ers on land too small in size to support 
hem; farmers helplessly burdened to 
debts, and young farm people unable 
.o get land.

acute infection. 


Now bright red spots about the size 


of a pin point begin to appear, usually 
on the neck and chest. The eduption 
spreads rapidly over the rest of your 
body. Your f£ce also appears red, but 
ordinarily because of the fever and 
not the eruption. After two or three 
days the rash begins to fade, and in 
about a week your skin is normal in 
color.

The next step affecting the skin is 


the peeling or scaling, which takes 
place 10 days to two weeks after the 
disease first appears. Great patches of 
skin may come off the hands and feet; 
over the rest of the body, the skin us- 
ually peels off in small scales. 


Most people are interested in know- 


ing whether the scales or the skin that 
peels off is important in spreading 
scarlet fever 
Apparently it'does not 


contain the germs responsible, and 
will not spread the disease unless it 
has been contaminated with secre- 
tions of the nose and throat. 


These secretions do contain the germs 


and will themselves spread the dis- 
ease or, by contamination of skin, 
utnesils, or other material, aid in the 
spread. Occasionally teeth, hpir, and 


some nausea and vomiting. Promptly j fingernails may be affected and break 
your pulse becomes rapid. Fever rises : down after scarlet fever. , 


ourselves in a better position to con- 
trol this disease than ever before in 
the history of medicine. 


The disease resembles diphtheria in 


Jnany ways. Symptoms are likely to 
appear first in the throat. It is an in- 


• fectious condition, passed from one 


person to another. And it comes on 


•' rather suddenly, usually during epi- 
• demies that are worse in winter or fall. 


Most of the cases develop in chil- 


dren between five and 12 years of age 
who usually have been in contact with 
others who had the disease. As in 
diphtheria cases, a baby undoubtedly 
gets in his blood, from the mother, 
substances which enable him to resist 
scarlet fever from the time of birth 
until he is about one year of age. Then 


• the resistance beging to wear off. 


Scarlet fever is one of those .diseases 


which you are not likely to have a sec- 
ond time. One Attack of the disease 
helps you build in your body sub- 
stances which aid you tc i-esist further 
attacks. 


The story of an attack of scarlet 


- fever is rather typical. From two to 


four days after you have been in con- 
tact with a scarlet fever victim, you

Call Doctor in Plenty of Time to Check Ills 


"Send for the doctor," is an easy 


thing to say. Yet a mother will hesi- 
tate to call for medical advice when 
every penny counts. She hesitates, 
and often too.long, to ha*e that sore 
throat looked at, or the clironic tired- 
ness or loss of weight looked after, or 
the perpetual headache, or any symp- 
tom that, in her heart, she knows needs 
expert and immediate attention. 


When, exactly, should she call the 


doctor? 


To begin with, mothers learn to know 


their own children. Indeed, igometimes 
they know them too well. They get 
accustomed to the pallor, or the re- 
curring coughs, or the repeated retch- 
ings. 


However, there are a few rules that 


might be a general guide. 


Temperature Is Danger Signal 


First of all, every home should boast 


a clinical thermometer. It can be 
bought for a dollar or so at any drug 
store and is easy to read and care for. 


Any temperature over ninety-nine 


should be the signal for medical at- 
tention at once. Or, if day after day 
it runs consistently over 98 3-5, the rea- 
son should be analyzed. This is the 
normal temperature of the average 
human. Babies sometimes run high- 
er, but again, this needs to be check- 
ed. 


Second, an illness that persists unus- 


ually long cannot be diagnosed at 
home. The sore throat that runs over 
a day or so must have the profes- 
sional eye. Or any pains that don't 
give way to reasonable home treat- 


ment very son. Or coughs that linger, 
especially when accompanied by fa- 
tigue or flushed face.'or retching. 


Once I let a sore throat go until the 


third day. It was diphtheria. Once I 
let another sore throat go for two days. 
It was scarlet fever. I put the time 
limit very low here, because exper- 
ience has taught me. 


Under-Far Child Needs Attention 
The under-par child, who isn't en- 


joying life one bit, neds to be thor- 
oughly examined. Be sure he must! 
have help. He ought to be eating, 
sleeping and gaining in wegiht, even 
though slowly. Maybe it is infection 
in head, or throat, or teeth, or some- 
thing else that is sapping his strength 
and happiness. 


If there is an epidemic near, and 


illness occurs, I should have a doctor 
at once. It is the only thing to do. 


A child's life is a child's life, and 


every doctor puts it first, although he 
should be paid sometime, ami as soon 
as any bill can be met. Too often he 
has to wait after all the others, which 
is not quite fair. These things must 
be worked out between you and him. 
Be honest with him. Don't be afraid 
to talk to him. There should be no 
such thing as false pride between 
parent and doctor, when a child's fu- 
ture and perhaps life is at stake. At 
present it is the only way I see. Free 
clinics are available but are overbur- 
dened. Every budget should if possi- 
ble include a percentage for illness. 
It is more important than movies or the 


quests for advice on whether to sue for 
divorce, whether to try to get a pob 
in New York! whethe rto marry the 
boss' son.

Rionnl Director T. Roy Reid reveal.s 
that 871 are now ready ami competent 
for farm ownership. 


This means, Mr. Reid explained, that 


this number of small farmers could 
take over, manage and pay for farms 
of their own, under reasonable condi- 
tions, without the assistance and su- 
pervision such ns is now given to re- 
habilitation clients operating under ap- 


j proved farm and home management 
plans. 


Director Reid found that there are 


2.313 such fanners who are ready and 
qualified to assume the responsibility 
of farm-home ownership provided they 
rcoeivo tho benefit of such assistance* 
and supervision as the ffA now gives! 
to its rehabilitation clients. 


A .somewhat larger group, totaling 


2,989. will be qualified with continued 
supervision to graduate into the form- 
home ownership class after they oper- 
ate foi five years or less under a rehab- 
ilitation farm and home management 
plan. 


Finally, there are 1.000 clients who. 


due to lack of ability or inclination, 
poor health, or oilier causes, could not. 
in the opinion of Director Reid, ulti- 
mately assume the responsibility of 
farm-home ownership. These, if they 
stay in agriculture, would be destined 
to remain tenants, sharecroppers, or 
clay laborers, no matter what oppor- 
tunities were made available for farm 
ownership.

The judges, both of the supreme and in- 
ferior courts, shall hold their offices during good behavior, and shall at 
slated times receive for their services a compensation which shall not 
be diminished during their continuance in office. 


Section 2 


1 - The judicial power shall extend to all cases in law and equity 


arising under this Constitution, the laws of the United Stales, and 
treaties made, or which shall be made, tinder their authority; to all 
cases affecting ambassadors, other public ministers and consults; to all 
cases of admiralty and maritime jurisdiction; to controversies to which 
the United Stales shall be a party; to controversies between two or 
more .states, between a state and citizens of another state, between cit- 
i/.cns of different states, between citizens of the same stale claiming land 
under grants of different, states, and between a state, or the citizens 
thereof, and foreign states, ciii/ens, or subjects. 


2—In all cases affecting ambassadors, other public ministers, and 


consuls, and those in which a state shall be party, the supreme court 
.shall have original jurisdiction. In all the other cases before mentioned 
the supreme court shall have appellate jurisdiction both as to law and 
fact, with such exceptions and under .such regulations as the Congress 
shall make.

Against Super-Authority 


A constitutional amendment may be 


the only way out. But I am willing 
tn .study all other plans presented, and 
try t" work out a <|iiickcr solution. 
However, that does not mean to take 
any solution that looks like quick ac- 
tion. 


I am thoroughly convinced that thc 


key to the solution of these problems 
is not ju.st to give to thc president the 
control of powers exercised, whether 
wisely or unwisely exercised, by Ihe 
supreme court. 


1 have been, and am now, sym- 


pathetic with many of the objectives 
of thc Roosevelt administration, as my 
record in the Senate shows. I havo 
supported such measures of thc Roose- 
velt program as 1 felt to be in thc 
public interest, and will continue to 
do so. 


Believes Democracy Periled 


But I am unalterably opposed tn 


this proposal to increase thc number 
of judges. In the inferior courts we 
do not need 25 more judges—whatever 
may bo wrong with the judicial sys- 
tem, 
it is not a shortage of judges. We 


have plenty, in my judgment. 


In short, a supreme court sub- 


•erviont to the will of whoever hap- 
|x-ns to be the chief executive is not 
ihe answer to the problems we have 
to solve. In fact, a supreme court suo- 
.•servicnt to the executive is ihe finish 
of democratic government. And I am 
Miprised that President Roosevelt does 
rot seem to' realize this fact.
